Able Statesman 
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Hon. Frank Oliver, P.C.,.L.L.D 
pioneer of pioneers and -Edmonton’s 
best kinown citizen, died Friday at 
9:30 pam, in an Ottawa hospital after 

an illness of a few hours. He was in 
nis 80th ‘year. 

_ Minister of tthe interior in the cab- 

inet. of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, founder 
of (‘.\2 Edmonton Bulletin and repres- 
ér/.aitive for Edmonton in the house of 
commons, Mr. Oliver was inseparably 
identified with the growth of the €a- 
niadian west since he arrived in the 
then little trading posit ot Edmonton 
in 1876. 

Still a vigorous and forceful per- 
sonality, despite his advanceg years, 
Mr. Oliver was at thle time of his 
death special officer on grade separ- 
ation for the board of railway com- 
missioners of which he was a former 
member. His death proved a great 
shock to Edmonton citizens and many 
expressions of deep regret at the 
death of Edmonton’s ‘‘grandjold 
oman’’ were iheard. Premier Brown- 
lee sorrowfully announced Mr. ‘Qliv- 
er’s death to the provincial legislat- 
ure in session late. Friday afbermoon 
and a*sitanding vote of regret was 
passed as legislative leaders. paid 
tiiiite to the mpamry of the late 
©-atesman, . 

Mr. Oliver belonged to a group of 
pioneers that was passing rapidly in 
this province, said the. premiers. He 
was .a man who held the veverence 
and esteem “of every member of the 
house. One of the early ‘settlers, Mr. 
Oliver ‘had won the admiration of all 
fcr his’ constructive -work in building 
up and settling tine ‘west. He had a 
splendid récord as a member of tthe 
council. of the Northwest Territories, 
in the dominion parliament and as a 
member of the federal government. 

As a member of the dominion gov- 
ernment, Mr. Oli\.\ had filled © thie. 
portfolio of minister of the interior, 
a post that was of major importance 
in the life and early development of 
the western provinces. 

‘‘He served western Canada fiaith- 
fully and well,’’ said the premier. 

Outside of his administrative work, 
Mr. Oliver fad personal qualities 
which fitted him well for his various 
positions jn the public life of ‘this 
country, In the performance of his: 
services, he left a memory that was 
unblemished, a record of good will on 
the part of fellow citizens of western 
Canada. His passing would be mark- 
ed by a general tribute which would 
ke. accorded to but, few who had serv- 
ed Alberta and Western Canada. 

Born in Peel country, Ont., on 
Seplbember 19, 1858, Frank Oliver 
spent his early years-.on his father’s 
farm. He was educated at a high 
school in Bra::nton, Ont., and serv- 
ed as a printer’s s:pprentice in the 
weekly newspaper there. On leaving 
school he traveled to Toronto, work- 
ing in the composing room of the To- 
ronto Globe. 

At the age of 20, the young print- 
er succumber to the lure of the west. 
It was 1873 and the railways were 
a-building. Wonderful tales were 
told about t'!2 great mew country out 
west and these fired the ambitions of 
the young man. 

Arriving at Winnipeg, he obtained 
a jon with the Manitoba Free Press 
und was soon promoted to th> post 
of assistant foreman, the duties of 
which, consisted, in his own words, 
of ‘‘sotting all the ads, making up 
the forms and feeding thle press for 
both daily and weekly editions.” 

But Winnipeg was not far enough 
west for young Mr. Oliver. Fired 
with the determination, ambition and 
high spirit of adventure that were 
to carry him far in lis chosen fields, 
he bought a freighting outfit and 
stated west with an ox cart brigade. 
The Canadian Pacific had been sur-

veyed as far west bo a point where 
Leduc now. stands and it was expect- 
¢d the line would b2 built through 
the Jiasper pass. 

Walking the whole distaade beside 
loaded ox carts, a trip that took be- 
tween two and > a half and three 
months, he picked Edmonton as his 
destination and set up a trading post 
near the Hudson’s Bay fort at'‘a 
point nzar the place where the par- 
liamerit buildings now stand. 

On his first trip to Edmonton he 
started west with an ox cart brigiade. 
landed: freight at a sawmill 50 miles. 
up the Saskatchewan river from Ed- 
montom. He immediately acquired a 
faith in this district that was never 
to wane, 

In a tiny log newspaper office that 
now stands inside the entrance of 
‘lie Exhibition Grounds, Mr. Oliver, 
with the assistance of Alex Taylor set 
up his printing press, and Alberta's 
first’ paper, a miniature sheet of four 
‘pages, was,published in December 
1880, Alex Taylor opened the first 
telegraph station in the old Bulletin 
office. At that time Edmonton’s pop- 
ulation was between 200 and 300, in- 
cluding whites and Indians. 

Mr. Oliver's newspaper venture 
flourished, the subsctiption being $2 
a year and the papers issued as the 
news warranted. In 1882 a larger 
press was bougiit and. job work’ was 
also taken by Mr. Oliver. The first 
big news: published in the paper’ was 
that of the Riel rebellion and from 


-time to time the pioneer editor. as- 


sured. his. subseribers that the gov- 
ernment was taking vigorous steps to 
put down the “uprising. 

Almost immediately he became. in- 
in politics and quickly ‘gain- 
ed the reputation of a doughty plat- 
His opinions, always 
expressed forcefully whether in the 
columins of his newspaper or on the 
public platform were respected. 

In 1883 he was elected vo the coun- 
cil of ‘the Northwest Territories but 
was d2feated for ‘the same ofifice two 
years later by Dr. Wilson, pioneer 
Edmonton physician. 

A legislative assembly succeded 
this council and Mr. Oliver was elect- 
ed to this body in 1886, serving until 
1896. He was instrumental in drafit- 
ing the school and election laws of 
the Northwesit Territories. 

As an indpeendent Liberal thie was 
elected to the house of commons in 
18£6 and quickly became recognized as 
a champion of western rights in Ot- 
tawa. “In successive elections, until 
1917 he held this seat against such 
worthy opponents as the present 
prime minister, then a rising young 
lawyer of Calgary. In 1905 he be-- 
came a privy councillor and was tak- 
en into the cabinet of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier as minster of the interior. 

Ever since the days he carted a toy 
press, a supply of paper, a coupbe of 
cases of nonpareil type to Edmon- 
ton and carved from a piece of dried 
birch ‘‘The Bulletin’’ signature line, 
Mr. Oliver’s faith in the west never 
wavered, When the C.P.R. decided 
to take the southern route, via’ the 
Kicking Horse pass, something of a 
panic seized booming Edmonton, but 
Mr. Oliver’s rugged optimism was 
unshaken. 

In 1881 he married Harriet, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Dunlop, of Prairie 
Grove, Man., and brought ‘his young 
bride to Edmonton. 

Mr. Oliver was appointed to the 
board of Railway commissioners in 
1923 and this appointment was high- 
ly commended througihitout Oanada, 
authorities feeling that his intimate 
knowledge of western conditions and 
problems would make him a most 
valuable member of this tribunal. Be- 
fore taking this seat on the railway 
board he severed his connection with 
the Edmonton Bulletin.

John Wesley Sinclair, farming 4 
miles..cast of Lacombe, was taken 
il last summer and died om Septem- 
ber 11. Shortly before his death his 
niece and her husband, Statiley Lar- 
sen, arrived from Drayton Valley for 
a visit, and Larsen went to work for 
his uncle, who thas since died. The 
present action was started by Lar- 
sen against the executors of the es- 
tate, William Howard Larsen and 
George A. Chiswell, for recovery of 
something over $500 alleged to be due 
to him, Plaintiff claimed that de- 
ceased agreed with him before he 
died that he was to get half the 1932 
crop, and the use of the farm during 
the winter, for his work in harvesting 
and threshing. He also claimed that 
deceased gave the furniture and the 
housdhiold chattles to him and his 
wife, jointly—which were subsequent- 
ly sold for the benefit of the estate 
—and he also claimed a sum _ for 
special work, night-nursing his inva- 
lid uncle. These claims were all dis- 
puted, the defence attitude being that 
two advances he had had, $15 and 
$10 respectively, and his board and 
the keep of his thorses, was full com- 
pensation for all the work he had 
done for the estate. During the 
threshing season he worked with the 
defendant Chiswell’s crew. He claim- 
ed that this work was on an ex- 
change basis for thle estate, which 
was to get an equivalent value in 
threshing service: 

The case took the whole of yester- 
day afternoon, and judgment was 
reserved. Mr. J. Quigg acted for 
plaintiff, and Mr. J. 8.

INSTEAD OF BONDS ?

“Sound Banking Practice” Says Our 
Premier, but— What Has Banking 


Practice to Do With It ? 


Parliament had a “round table’’ 
discussion on the subject of issuing 
currency instead of bonds, to pay for 
public works. 

Hon. James Malcolm started tthe 
controversy, He wanted to know 
what would be the objection to is- 
suing $6,000,000 in cash to pay for a 
public building, that amount of cur- 
rency to be retired over a ten year 
period, instead of issuing bonds for 
the amount in the ordinary way. 

The reply of the Premier is inter- 
esting, and entirely correct in so far 
as it goas. That would not, he said, 
be sound banking practice. That is 
true. But what has banking to do 
with the matter, or why should it 
have anything to do with it? 

The ‘‘banking practice’’ in the cir- 
cumstances is this. The Government 
issues $6,000,000 in bonds, which are 
sold to the public. The bonds are pay- 
able at stated times, at a stated rate 
of interest. Immediately the Gov- 
ernment withdraws $6,000,000 from 
the amount of money in circulation, 
and prices are shoved downwatnd. Ul- 
timately the bonds are paid out of 
taxes, the Government has the build- 
ing, and taxpayers are out perman- 
ently the interest on he $6,000,000. 


Just what would prevent the Gov- 
ernment issuing bonds in the usual 
way, but instead of selling them, put- 
ting them on file in the Department 
of National Revenue; issuing $6,000,- 
000 in new currency against the 
bonds, and spending the money ‘to 
create the building; then retiring a 
stated amount of thie currency every 
year, and cancelling the bonds as 
the currency is retired? 

Two things would happen which 
are worth considering. The issue of 
the new cunrency would tend to move 
prices upward, not to depress them. 
And in the end, the Government 
would have the building, with no new 
taxation imposed and no interest eost 
to the taxpayers. 

Perhaps there is a valid reason 
why the time honored ‘‘sound bank- 
ing practice’? should not be abandon- 
ed, and this alternative method adopt- 
ed to finance Government capital in- 
vestments. But if there is such @ 
reason it ic: time the oracles stoppéed 
wagging their heads mysteriously 
and told us: what that reason is. To - 
the layman the objection to this 
scheme .is not apparent. And the 
ominous failure to state tho reason 
in plain terms invites a suspicion 
that there isn’t any.

were on éxhibition Pex on being of- 
fered for sale brought good prices. 
This is a satisfactory condition. It 
indicates a revived confidence in 
th: cattle industry, a confidence which 
did not exist until the Dominion gov- 
ernment announced that the pound 
would be stabilized at $4.60 for pur- 
poses of cattle and meat exports. It 
is anticipated by cattlemen that both 
export and domestic trade and prices 
will be stimulated by the pound stab- 
ization and they can see where prof- 
it cam be made. Therefore they are 
preparing to develop their industry 
on broader lines. 

Alberta has long been famous for 
the fine quality of its cattle, which 
dave won premier honors at the big- 
gest shows in Canada and at the in- 
ternational show at Chicago. This 
province can produce the type whlich 
the British market wants and also 
the type which the United States 
market will absorb when it is open- 
ed again, which seems tta be  prob- 
able in the not disitant future. 

And while livestock is being con- 
sidered, it might be noted that the 
price of hogs has jumped $2.25 since 
Mardy 1, with prospeets of further 
increases. 

With the cattle, horse and hog in- 
dustries picking up, there is the as- 
surance that Alberta has acquired 
anew three sources of revenue. for 
farm and randh which have not been 
on impressive proportions for sever- 
al years.

Ranks Have Been Depleted 


Income Tax Returns Show Fewer 
Millionaires In British Isles 

There are 39 fewer “millionaires” 
in the British Isles, the recently pub- 
lished inland revenue report for the 
year ended March 31, 1932, showing 
only 528 assessed for surtax on indi- 
vidual incomes of £50,000 a year and 
more, this being the annual income 
that includes a Britisher in the “mil- 
lionaire” classification. 

The previous report's total of 542 
millionaires was.the highest mm four 
years. Last year there were 144 per- 
sons with incomes of over £100,000, 
their combined incomes totalling 
£29,342,143. For the current year the 
treasury expects to receive £260,000,- 
000 in income taxes from all sources.

The rural popula- 
tion of Canada at the last census 
numbered 4,792,135 of which 3,289,- 
607 or 67.2 per cent. lived on farms 
and were presumably engaged in 
farming. The remainder 1,502,628 or 
82.8 per cent. represented the rural 
population which did not live on 
farms—usually in small hamlets or 
other unincorporated villages.

The fact has been noted in th's column on previous occasions that dur- 
ing the past two or three years everybody has been discussing the monetary 
situation prevailing in the world today, and expressing opinions and offering 
solutions in regard thereto even though they lacked the most elementary 
knowledge of the subject. People informed and uninformed, from the most | 
outstanding economists and financiers to the most indifferent student or caa- 
ual newspaper reader, have discussed ‘banking, currency, credits, the gold 
standard, inflation, deflation, international exchange, and a host of allied 
slbjéects, with the same freedom”and frequently with the same. assurance 
with which they are in-the habit of discussing the weather. 

This, of course, people have a right to do, but the net result has been 
the dissem‘nation of avast amount of misinformation and utterly unsound 
theories, the outcome of which is that large numbers of people are not think- 
ing straight on this important subject, while the majority of the population 
are hopelessly bewildered and confused, and do not know whose or what 
opinions to accept as sound and a safe guide to action. 

Nor is this to be wondered at, because even some of the most generally 
accepted theories,—theories advanced by world famous economists,—have 
been proven incorrect when put to the test of actual experience. This was 
demonstrated in most startling fashion in the United States in the last few 
days of February and the fifst days of March. Events across the line moved 
with great rapidity, and the outcome was to upset previously held views in 
some important particulars. 

Great Britain went off the gold standard in order to check the draining 
away of its gold reserves and to stop the export of gold from the country. 
It frankly and officially announced it had gone off the gold standard. The 
United States had accumulated more than a third of all the gold in the world, 
yet it, too, reached the point where it was necessary to stop all gold export, 
just as Canada had stopped it. But, unlike Great Britain, both Canada and 
the United States insisted they were still on the gold standard. So, people 
are asking, what is a gold standard? Just what does it mean? 

But the most surprising development of all came in the United States. 
The Government authorized the issue of some billions of dollars of new paper 
money which was not backed by gold at all, yet the Government insisted the 
country was still on the gold standard. The issue of this new cUrrency was 
out-and-out inflation, nevertheless the Government announced it was “sound 
money,” notwithstanding that it had no gold backing, because it was sup- 
ported by real assets. ; 

Now, according to formerly generally accepted financ’al opinion, the | 
issue of such new currency unbacked by gold would have the effect of depres 
ciating the value of the country’s currency. That is, the United States 
dollar would drop in value in relation to the currencies of other countries. 
The amazing thing that happened was, instead of the United States dollar 
being worth less in terms of Canadian dollars or British pounds, it actually 
increased in value and was worth more. The discount on the Canadian dollar 
in the United States was increased, and the premium on the United States 
collar in Canada became larger. 

This process was exactly the reverse of what every financial authority 
and authoritative economist in Canada had been telling the people of: this | 
. Dominion would be the effect of inflating our currency by the issue of new 
paper money which was not supported by a gold backing. Such inflation, we | 
were told, would be the abandonment of “sound money,” would result in a 
further depreciation of our money on the world’s money markets, and would 
scriously injure our credit. But the United States proceeds to inflate to the 
tune of billions of dollars, the Government declares it is ‘sound money,” and 
instead of United States dollars depreciating on foreign exchange markets, 
they actually increase in value. 

If this is the effect in the United States, why should an exactly opposite 
effect be the result in Canada if a sim‘lar policy was indulged in? It will be 
interesting to hear the explanations of our Canadian financiers and econo- 
mists. 

It has been widely contended that inflation should be indulged in by 
Canada to an extent sufficient to bring the Canadian dollar to a parity with 
the British pound and thereby promote a larger exchange of trade between | 
the two countries and secure to the primary producer in Canada a better | 
price in Canadian dollars for the products he sold in Great Britain. But, it | 
was Likewise argued, another effect would be to increase the already heavy | 
premium Canada is now obliged to pay on all its commitments in the United 
States. 

But, as already noted, @nflation in the United States has not worked | 
this way, but in exactly the opposite way. It has not brought the United 
States dollar near the British pound, but farther away from it. It has not de- 
creased the premium which Canada has to pay in New York, but increased | 

it. If inflation worked the same way in Canada it would not prove an advan- 
tage to the primary producers, who have been urging inflation, but impose | 
a further loss upon them; it would not add to the burden of our governments 
and business interests having large commitments to meet in New York, and | 
who have therefore opposed inflation, but it would assist them. 
It is all far more complicated and confusing than a jig-saw puzzle because 
the pieces do not fit together at all, while in the popular puzzles of today 
the pieces can be made to fit.

The 
distance then flown was one-half a 
mile with no mishaps repdrted in 
landing.

‘The first detailed published account 
of maple sugar production in Can- 
ada is that which was submitted to 
the Academy of Sciences fn Paris in 
1755 by Dry J. F. Gaultier, a physi- 
cian who came from France to Que- 
bec in 1742. { 

It is commonly stated that the In- 
dians made maple sugar before the 
white man came. Dr. Gaultier in his 
artitie of 1755, however, says that 
it was the French who taught the 
Indians to make maple sugar. How- 
ever that may be, the production of 
sugar from maple sap in Canada cer- 
ta nly goes back a long way. 

The principal source of the maple 
sugar and maple syrup production in 
Eastern Canada is the Province of 
Quebec.

After half hour’s boiling, wash 
pulp with warm water allow-ng this 
wash water to run into the pot, us.ng 
as little as possible, Fill the cheese 
cloth bag with pulp two or three 
times using the same solution in the 
pot for steaming the second. andthird 
batches. Filter this weak sugar syrup 
through.a good cotton ‘cloth and 
evaporate it.to less,than half its vol- 
ume; Allow this to stand overnight 
so any solid matter that has come 
down during the evaporation may 
settle out. In the morning pour this 
clear syrup off the solids: and boil 
down to consistency of maple syrup 
taking off any scum that comes to 
the top and being careful not to 
scorch or burn. Bottle or put in jars 
while still hot and seal tightly.—Ex- 
perimental Farm Note.

Usually Well Up In 
Physics Teacher 

To millions of people Charles A. 
Lindbergh is the ‘Lone Eagle’’ —— the 
young aviator who made the first solo 
eastward crossing of the Atlantic in 
an aeroplane; but Dr. Richard Hamer 
| of Halifax remembers him as a fairly 
bright student in the class he ccn- 
ducted at the University of Wiscon- 
sin 10 years ago. 

Dr, Hamer was conducting ye- 


nection with his degree in philosophy, 
and taught physics to a group of en- 
gineering students classed as “d-ffi- 


cult.” Young Lindbergh was a mem- | 


der of this group. «* 

Although America’s future aviation 
idol was subsequently let out from 
the university, after falling behind in 
several subjects, Dr. Hamer asserts 
that he was interested in 
physics. 

“While he was gencrally regarded 
as a dull student, I did not find him 
so,” the doctor recalls. “As a mat- 
-er of fact, he was usually well up 
among. the. leaders in my class.” 

Dr. Hamer recollects that Lind- 
bergh .was deeply interested ‘in the 
deviations in the magnetic field of 
the earth. On one occasion, he asked 
f it were not possible to locate one’s 
self at any given point on the earth 
without taking a. position from the 
sun or stars, and simply by calcu- 
ating the magnetic intensity at that 
spot. 

The doctor told him at the time 
that this could be done and explained 
the principle on which such a step 
would be based. Later this principle 
was used in the development of the 
earth inductor compass, which guided 
Lindbergh over the wide Atlantic 
stretches when he made his famous 
solo hop from New York to Paris.
